ON EVE OF IMF MEETING, KRAFT (WP 8/31) STATES GROWTH 
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OF TRADE OVER PAST DECADE HAS WORKED TO "SYCHRONIZE" 

WHAT WERE ONCE SEPARATE NATL ECONOMIES. THUS JAPAN,
